Ed Sullivan, Famed N.Y. 


Columnist, Dies Of Cancer 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Ed 
Sullivan, host of a long-time 
CBS-TV 
Sunday 
night 
show 
running the gamut of entertain­ 
m ent 
from, 
opera 
stars 
to 
anim al acts, died Sunday night 
at the age of 73. 
A 
family 
spokesman 
said 
Sullivan 'died of cancer of the 
esophagus at Lenox Hill Hos­ 
pital. He had been hospitalized 
more than five weeks ago. 
It w as Sullivan who gave 
American television audiences 
their first look at Elvis Presley 
in 'the 1950s and. the Beatles in 
the 1960s. 
Comic 
impersonators 
got 
laughs by 
mocking Sullivan 
himself, especially his “really 
big shew” line, which he used 
in introducing his show. 
Sullivan got into show busi­ 
ness as a newspaper reporter 
covering celebrities. He wrote a 
newspaper column for the New 
York 
Daily 
News until 
his 
death. 
After a series of short-lived 
radio shows, he was spotted by 
CBS w hile hosting the New 
York 
Daily 
News’ 
annual 
Harvest Moon Ball. 
In 1947, CBS gave Sullivan a 
one-hour variety series, origi­ 
nally called “The Toast of the 
T o w n ,” w ft,c h ran for 24 years. 
A 
fellow 
journalist, 
Jim. 
Bishop, once said “By all the 
rules of the theater, he’s a 
cipher. 
He 
cannot 
act. 
He 
cannot sing. He cannot dance. 
He cannot tell a joke.” 
Although his role was seen as 
that of the person who changed 
the signs between vaudeville 
acts, Sullivan was not entirely 
uncontroversial. In 1961, he had 
a feud with Jack Paar, then 
star of NBC-TV’s late night 
show, over performers’ fees. 
Sullivan started the dispute 


by saying he would not pay 
performers as much as $7.500 
for appea.ran.ces on. his prime 
time show if they appeared on 
Paar’s show for only $320. 
Sullivan also had a running 
feud 
with 
the 
late 
Walter 
Winchell, a 
rival 
columnist. 
They exchanged barbs in their 
-columns 
and 
Winchell 
once 
accused Sullivan of using his 
column to pressure performers 
to appear on his show. 
Sullivan, was 'born. Edward 
Vincent Sullivan in Manhattan. 
His first job after high school 
was as a reporter for the Port 
Chester (N .Y .) Item. 
After several jobs as reporter 
or sports writer for newspapers, 
he landed a job as Broadway 
columnist for the New York 
Graphic in 1929. He moved his 
column to the New York Daily 
News in. 1932. 
His last column appears in 
today’s editions, jammed with 
brief 
item s 
on 
celebrities 
ranging from Frank Sinatra to 
Cardinal Cooke. 
Sullivan’s wife, Sylvia, died 
last. year. 


Latest Developments Postpone

gift-giving and his acceptance 
of responsibility for a derogato­ 
ry cam paign book have dam ­ 
aged his chances for smooth 
confirmation as vice president, 
according to congressmen who 
are investigating him.

Rockefeller’s confirmation has

back. 
Rep.

Abzug, D-N.Y., another m em ­ 
ber of the Judiciary Committee, 
said there was "clear conflict 
of interest and President Ford 
should withdraw the nomina­ 
tion.” 
Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D- 
M ass., another m em ber, said 
Sunday in Brookline, 
Mass., 
“There is a serious deepening 


question about the likelihood of 
confirm ation.” 
Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Nev., 
chairm an of the Senate Rules 
Committee, 
said Sunday the 
new developments might delay 
a vote on the nomination until 
late December. 
Edwards 
said 
the 
House 
might vote on confirmation by 
the first week in December. 
But Rep. Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio, said there is a. possibility 
the confirmation process would 
be slowed so much by new

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EPA Announces Pollution Breakthrough 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The E nvironm ental 
Protection Agency says there has been a technological 
breakthrough with which the nation’s power plants could: 
-Clean up the air -Cut the country’s reliance on expensive 
foreign oil -Use up readily available supplies of inex­ 
pensive but “dirty" Eastern coal without harming the 
environment. -Make it unnecessary to tear up thousands 
of acres of public land in the West by strip mining to get 
cleaner burning coal. Some parts of the power industry 
don’t believe it They say the EPA is trying to force them 
to spend billions of dollars on “ monstrous contraptions” 
of questionable value which will fan inflation and be 
“energy paralyzing.”

the building to search for the explosive It was the second 
bomb attack on a major Japanese corporation in six 
weeks.

Ford Signs Bill To 


End Atomic Energy Comm. 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- 
President Ford has signed a 
bill 
abolishing 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission and put­ 
ting all energy research efforts 
under a new Energy .Research 
and Development Agency. 
Its goals will include develop­ 
ment of new energy sources to 
make the country less depend­ 
ent on foreign oil and methods 
of extracting energy resources 
which 
will 
not 
harm 
the 
environment. 
“I think it's a tremendous 
step 
forward,” 
Ford 
said 
Friday as he went through 11 
ballpoint 
pens 
to 
sign 
the 
Energy Reorganization Act of 
1974. 
The newj agency will operate 
side by side with the present 
Federal Energy Administration 
headed by John C. Sawhill 
which will continue to be in 
charge of energy policy mat­ 
ters, particularly allocation of 
supplies. 
The AEC, created in 1946 tc 
continue the World W’ar 
II 
atomic research program, will 
cease to exist. 
Most of its 
functions will pass to one of six 
departments in the new ERDA 
headed by an assistant adminis­ 
trator 
for 
nuclear 
energy 
development. 
The bill also establishes two 
other bodies, a five-member 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion to license and safeguard 


nuclear reactors and radioac­ 
tive materials, and an Energy 
Resources Council. 
On top of all these energy 
bodies will be the National 
Energy 
Board, 
which 
Ford 
created last week, headed by 
Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton. Morton thus appears to 
be emerging as Ford’s top 
energy official. He also will 
head the Energy Resources 
Council. 
AEC Chairman Dixy .Lee1 Ray 
was 
handed 
one 
of 
the 
ceremonial pens at the signing 
Friday and mused: "Is this the 
pen that helped abolish my 
job?” 
She said she is "not a career 
public official ... but if the 
President has a job he’d like 
me to do, I’m ready to serve.” 
Ford has not yet chosen the 
administrator of ERDA or the 
site for the agency.

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GOLD WATER ON GOLD 


Senator Barry M. Gold water (R-Ariz.) recently told 
an Indianapolis audience that one of the main causes of 
inflation is the fact that the gold standard was abandoned. 
Currency convertibility to gold is “the first economic 
bulwark" of free men, Goldwater asserted. 


The gold standard, which the United States had for 
almost 100 years prior to 1934, except for 18 years during 
and following the Civil War, meant that anyone could 
exchange his paper dollars for gold whenever he desired. 


Goldwater stated, "As long as currencies are con­ 
vertible (to gold) governments cannot easily tamper with 
the price of goods and therefore, the wage standards of 
the country. They « governments ) cannot easily confiscate 
the savings of the people by the manipulation of inflation 
and deflation." 


All right, why can’t governments tamper with the 
price of goods and why can’t governments confiscate 
people's savings if the currency is convertible to gold? In 
what way precisely does gold convertibility stop govern­ 
ments from financial manipulation? 


The answer is a simple matter of cause and effect. A 
true goldstandardrequires that the Treasury guarantee to 
exchange paper money for gold "on demand " Hence the 
amount of paper money is limited by the availability of 
gold to back it. The government cannot simply crank out 
paper money to pay its bills. 


When dollars were convertible to gold, the gold also 
served as a block against credit inflation. Whenever 
credit inflation did: occur, domestic prices inevitably rose. 
This, in term, encouraged imports from abroad and 
discouraged exports. 


That, in its turn, caused them lance of trade (or 
payments) to 'be shifted, against the inflating country. 
Gold then started to flow away from the inflating country 
and into the countries which were exporting their goods to 
theinflatingcountry. This in turn led to a contraction of the 
bank credit based on gold, which brought inflation to a 
halt. 


Actually, this sequence of events took place more 
rapidly than the previous paragraph indicates. The 
minute the foreign bankers and currency exchange 
dealers even suspected that inflation was taking place in a 
given country, that country’s currency exchange rate fell 
"below the gold point’’ and gold began to flow out of the 
country. 


The central bank managers of the country that was 
losing gold wrere then forced to raise the discount rate. Not 
only did that move put a halt to credit expansion 
domestically but it helped lure funds from abroad from 
lenders who now sought to take advantage of the higher 
short-term interest rates. The result — the gold flow 
stopped, or was reversed. End of inflation problem. 


Goldwater is right. Abandonment of the international 
gold standard has allowed our money to become Inflated. 
— to lose in terms of its purchasing power. Gold was the 
brake against inflation. Right now we’re running without 
brakes That’s dangerous.

Selection of legislators to 
represent you could well be one 
of the most important votes you 
cast this November, as states 
move for a more important 
voice in government. Both 
Statehouse elevators were out of 
order, with the committee 
meeting held on the fourth floor 
Discussion centered around 
"findings" of the committee, 
with results of hearings, a mail 
survey of legislators, and ap­ 
pearances bv majority and 
minority party leaders in­ 
cluded. 
Consensus appeared to be: 
"Our form of government is 
based upon three co-equal 
branches. They have not been 
equal in the past, but we are 
getting there. Voter approval of 
the amendment for annual 
sessions was a mandate for us to 
assume more responsibility for 
day to day state operation." 
They continued: "The judicial 
branch has been removed from 
politics, while the executive 
branch is made up of only four 
or five elected state officials.

One fact is clear, and it is that 
we are moving toward more 
legislative assertion of power in 
state government . It calls for 
careful consideration of your 
representatives this election 
year. 
Race for the top elective office 
always takes the limelight, 
garnering most of the publicity.

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Rober G. Lewis, national 
secretary of the Farm ers 
Union, told a meeting of the 
organization’s leaders here 
Thursday that Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl Butz has 
revealed that a milk price 
increase will be approved soon.

But Lewis said milk prices 
should be increased instead for 
all dairy farmers on all their 
milk by raising the dairy price 
support to '90 per cent of parity. 
The Class One price increase 
proposed by Butz would apply 
only to 20 to 40 per cent of 
Grade A. milk in north central 
states likes, Wisconsin, Min­ 
nesota, Iowa and the Dakotas, 
Lewis said. 
He added that Grade B milk,

and dry milk, would get no 
benefits at all from the Butz 
proposal.
